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ENROLLMENT  IN  HIGHER  EDUCATION  INSTITUTIONS 
IN  THE  STATE  OE  MONTANA,  FALL  1981 


Enrollment  information  is  collected  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Higher  Education  from  each  college  and  university  within  the 
State  of  Montana  each  term.   This  report  summarizes  those  data 
for  Fall  1981  and  makes  some  comparisons  with  the  previous  year 
or  years. 

Enrollment  of  students  in  degree  credit  programs  in  higher 
education  institutions  in  the  State  of  Montana  in  the  fall 
semester  or  quarter  of  1981  increased  by  1,141  students  or  +3.4% 
from  the  previous  fall.   The  increase  from  Fall  1980  to  Fall  1981 
is  55%  less  than  the  increase  from  Fall  1979  to  Fall  1980, 
however.     Table  1  shows  these  data.

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From  Table  2  one  can  observe  that  enrollments  increased  at 
four  of  the  six  campuses  of  the  Montana  University  System  from 
Fall  1980  to  Fall  1981.   The  largest  numerical  increase  occurred 
at  Montana  State  University  while  the  largest  percent  increase 
occurred  at  Montana  College  of  Mineral  Science  and  Technology. 
Enrollments  at  all  community  colleges,  except  Flathead  Valley, 
increased  while  enrollments  at  independent  colleges,  except 
Carroll  College,  decreased. 

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  enrollment  data  between  the  two 
years  shows  that  the  overall  increase  is  probably  more  directly 
related  to  economic  conditions,  non-traditional  enrollments  and 
some  increase  in  transfer  students.   There  is  an  absolute 
decrease  in  all  sectors  of  first-time  beginning  freshmen. 

Distribution  of  enrollment  by  institution 

The  proportion  of  the  total  enrollment  within  the  State  of 
Montana  attributable  to  any  one  institution  fluctuates  slightly 
from  year  to  year.   Table  3  portrays  these  data  for  the  last  two 
years.

Transfer  students  constitute  10.7%  of  all  enrollments  in 
institutions  of  higher  education  in  Montana.    Of  the  total 
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number  of  transfer  students  (3,759),  39.8%  (1,495)  are  transfers 
from  Montana  institutions,  60.2%  (2,264)  are  from  out-of-state 
institutions  and  2.7%  are  from  foreign  institutions.   Table  8

All  units  of  the  Montana  University  System,  except  the 
University  of  Montana,  had  an  increase  in  full-time  students 
while  all  units  except  Western  Montana  College  and  Northern 
Montana  College  had  increases  in  part-time  students.

Full-time  equivalent  students 

For  some  purposes  it  is  desirable  to  convert  part-time 
students  to  full-time  equivalent  students.   To  do  so,  a  formula 
which  equates  15  undergraduate  student  credit  hours  (or  12 
graduate  student  credit  hours)  to  one  full-time  equivalent 
student  is  used.   Table  14  portrays  these  data  for  higher 
education  institutions  in  Montana  for  Fall  1980  and  Fall  1981.
